BACCALAUREATE SERMON 


Sunday evening Reverend- Evans 


addressed the graduating class at the 
M. E. Church. The following Is a 
summary of his address: 


THIS QUEST FOH THUTII 


I'roT, i'fl, lilt. Iluy tho truth mid Hell It not 
Whatever your occupation, this is 


you? chief business in life—to buy the 
truth.. Tt will bo your most valuable 
assot'. It cannot bo destroyed like 
material possessions. And altho pur- 
chasable by you before you have It, no 
one ought to bo ablo to deprive you of 
It after you have it, at any cost. 


Truth comes high. ' Those that 


would possess it must pay tho price 
for it. They acquire it in proportion 
to what they aro willing to pay for it. 


But tho question propounded by Pi- 


late to Jesus—"What Is truth?"—Is 
a legitimate one. In order to answer 
this as well as to appreciate it* value, 
lot us look at it In three of Its salient 
phases, (l).Tho truth in existence. 
(l!).Tho truth In knowledge. (.'!).The 
truth In life. 


Tho truth In exlstonco. This has to 


do with fact. Truth Is fundamental 
In tho constitution of things, It ex- 
ists Independent, of the human mind. 
There was as much In tho world when 
Abraham and Homer lived as there 
Is today. 


Like some other items of knowledge 


that aro Intuitive and yet Improvable 
tho basic nature of truth Is axiomat- 
ic. There Is reality to correspond with 
all phenomena. A form, a faco, langu- 
age proceeding from tho lips wo seo, 
convince us through the channels of 
sight and sound that a, real person Is 
before us, altho wo cannot prove It 
Tho wonderful creations of human In- 
tellect, the modern cathedral or pal- 
ace; the ancient pyramid or excavated 
city aro expressions of the reality that 
underlies thorn—tho mind of a man. 
Likewise tho world of nature, the flow 
or, the trco, tho mountain, tho heav- 
ens at midnight, radiant with the 
light' of countless suns, Is a succession 
of phenomena. These marvelous crea- 
tions do not exist In and by themsel- 
ves anymore than tho creations of 
man's Intellect. They aro language— 
tho language of God, lie Is the fun- 
damental realty, basal truth. 


Tho truth In knowledge—This has 


.to do with Intellect. Tho truth Is 
knowablo. And to know it Is your 
highest. You ought to covet a grasp 
of tho whole field of knowledge; not 
because you can attain it, for you can 
not, but because such an ambition 
will bring you nearer to Its attain* 
niont than If you do not covet. And 
you cannot steal It or receive It as a 
gift. 'You must pay the price In self- 
restraint, toll, study, brain-sweat. In 
the search you arc suro to find some 
error with it; but you must not let 
this deter you any more than tho mln 
or ceases mining because ho cannot 
avoid digging some dirt with the gold. 


You must search out the truth a- 


bout God. You ought to bo at least 
philosopher enough and inquisitive 
enough to trace tho wonderful and 
accumulating discoveries of modern 
science hack to the Great Cause, and 
for yourself attempt an Interpreta- 
tion of Ills essence, and Ills ways of 
working. 


You must search out the truth a- 


bout man, his orlglti.mlsslon, destiny, 
relation to his Creator. In this pur- 
suit tho study of universal history, 
portraying a terrible tragedy, but 
wlthall an Increasingly beautiful ro- 
mance, is both Interesting and in-

and changes the doctrine of contribu- 
tory negligence In existence In Wis- 
consin for so many years by tho estab- 
lishment of the doctrine of compara- 
tive negligence.

Not only 
are they improving their local schools 
but they are bocemlng closer con- 
nected with the great work of the 
State Superintendent's ofllco and go- 
ing there for needed advice and help, 
and they are getting It too. Never bo- 
fore was the State Superintendent's 
offloeln such close touch with all 
classes of schools as at present. 


The water works question Is now 


before the people of this city and will 
be toted upon Juno 27. Wo ought 
to get as much enlightenment on the 
subject as possible before voting. It 
was not thought advisable to take up 
the matter at the Municipal League 
last Thursday evening but the meet- 
ing was adjourned until this evening 
to make it the only subject for dis- 
cussion. All interested citizens aro 
invited to be present and glvo In- 
formation or ask questions to get tho 
matter before tho voters In an effect- 
ual way. As near as wo can got 
atthefacU, the following la a brief 
history of our water works plant: 
. On June 23,1800, tho Town Board 
of the Town of Pelican granted to 
Uoffett, Hodgins & Clark a franchise 
authorizing them to construct and 
operate a water plant In tho village 
of Rhlaelaidor and to furnish the 
said village and tho Inhabitants 
thereof, water for a period of 30 years. 
The Town Board at this tlmo con- 
sisted of Chas. Chaffee, Alex McRao 
and Chas. Wilson. The ordinance 
granting said frabchltto also contain- 
ed a contract between the grantees 
therein and the Town of Pelican, by 
the terms of which tho former agreed 
to lay not less than ftvo miles and 
two thousand feet of water mains, to 
equip said mains with seventy hy- 
drants and to furnish water for lire 
protection through same; the town on 
its part agreeing to pay therefor an 
annual rental of $3000.00 during tho 
thirty years covered by said franchise. 
The town board was further vested 
with power to require the grantees to 
extend such water mains and to equip 
same with hydrants, to bo not less 
tha» twelve per mile of extension, and 
agreed to pay for such extensions dur- 
ing the balance of the period of 30 
yean an annual rental of S40,00 for 
each hydrant so Installed additional 
U the original seventy. 


On August 10, 1800, a corporation 


known as the Rhlnelander WaUr Co. 
was formed and all tho Interests of 


Moffelt, Rodglns A Clark In said 
franchise Immediately nsslgdcd to tho 
corporation, by whom tho construc- 
tion and operation of tho plant wns 
then carried on. 


On Sept. 1, 1800, Tho Rhlnolander 


Water Co. Issued bonds to the amount 
of $100,000.00, to draw Interest at 
the rate of 0 per cent and duo and 
payable Sept. 1, 1010, and secured tho 
same by a trustdeed (In effect a mort- 
gage), drawn to cover tho entire wu- 
ter system as then constructed and 
all extensions and additions tbatj 
might thereafter bo mndo, together 
with all rentals and Income of the 
plant. Bonds to the amount of ?O.V 
000.00, and later as extensions woro 
made to said plant, bonds to tho 
amount of $18,000 additional wore 
lloatod, tho balance of tho $100,000.00 
authorized being left unsold In the 
hands of tho trustee, wharo they still 
remain. Tho bonded Indobtcdness of 
tho water plant at tho prcsunt time, 
therefore, amounts to $83,000, which 
Is qulto equally itutrlbutod among 
forty or moro holders living In tho 
cast. 


In January, 1802, Tho Rhlnolnmlor 


Water Co. assigned to tho trustee of 
tho bond holdeis (Tho Holland Trust 
Co.), all hydrant rertals then duo or 
to become duo under the contract 
with tho Town of Pollcan, such rent- 
als to bo applied on payments of In- 
terest on bonds secured by plant. 


Shortly thereafter all stock In tho 


Rhlnelamler Water Co. was assigned 
to Chas. Chaffeo, Brown Bros., B. R. 
Lewis, John Barnes and E. B. Cal- 
kins, by whom the plant was operated 
under tho corporate organization un- 
til the fall of 1803, at which time the 
Town of Pollcan voted to purchase 
tho plant of said parties for tho sum 
of $0,000.00. Tho plant at tho tlmo 
of this transaction was mortgaged 
for $83,000 and was about one half Its 
present size. 


The ownership and operation of tho 


water plant was then assumed by the 
Town of Pollcan until tho Incorpora- 
tion of tho city of Rhlnelandor which 
resulted In tho substitution of tho 
city In place of the town as to mat- 
ters concerning tho water plant, Tho 
city Is at present and has been over 
since taking over tho plant paying « 
per cent Interest on tho $83,000 of In- 
debtedness represented by said bonds,

1IK plant Industry bureau of tho <le 
pnrtment of agriculture hax do- 


cldcd that tho apples of tho country 
are not sulllclontly utilized for food 
purposes and has Issued a bulletin of 
advice to tho farmers, telling them 
how to use tho xtock that IB of too 
poor u grade for tho gonoral market. 
It pays special attention to tho "evap- 
oration" of apples us being particu- 
larly valuable In using up tho fruit 
that might ordinarily go to waste. 


It points out that tho portion of a 


fruit crop which Is of too low grado 
to market In tho ordinary way can 
often be mado to pay at least a largo 
part of tho expense of maintaining 
tho orchard or fruit plantation If It is 
converted Into somo other form or 
handled In somo way other than that 
practiced with tho better grades. The 
report details various methods of op- 


erating the Industry, of handling tha 
waste., the laws on the mibjcct, and 
tho grading and storing of tho prod- 
ucts. 


"Whllo tho recent tendency In tho 


applo Industry," says Chief Galloway 
of tho bureau, In tho bulletin, "hax ap- 
parently been to centralize fruit evap- 
oration Into distinct commercial estab- 
lishments having considerable capa- 
city and requiring capital to construct 
and equip, there still remain largo re- 
gions In which thero is considerable 
surplus of fruit that IB unsuitable for 
packing and xhlpplng In almost every 
crop year. Encouragement of evapo- 
rating, canning, elder 
making 
and 


other methods of utilization appears 
dcslrablo, and of tboso evaporating la 
tho ono that Is most applicable at 
present to a wldo range of conditions, 
and therefore of most linportanca to 
tho averago farmer."

officers of the lino bo made under the 
personal supervision of tho several 
department commanders whoa ' umk. 
Ing tholr annual Inspections. 


"Tho tests should bo thorough oud 


Bbould consist of a ride uot less than 


1C miles, at varying galtn adapted to 
tho terrain, not less than ten miles of 
which shall bo at tho trot and gallop, 
approximately five miles at each, with 
such other cxcrclBoc In equitation as 
may bo deemed advisable."
